The Officer instituting a new Lodge will satisfy himself, prior 
to the performance of his duties, that application has been made, 
in due form, for a Charter ; that the G. W. S. is in possession 
of the same, and that the fee has been paid, 


On the night appointed for Institution, the G W. C. T, or his 
Deputy, shall take the Chair ; and, so far as may be in his power, 
shall appoint Members of the Order, in good standing, as acting 
Grand Officers. If, however, there are no Members of the Order 
present to assist him, he shall waive appointments pro tem., until 
after the applicants shall have been duly initiated. 


The Grand Officer will then proceed with the Initiation Cere- 
mony, as provided in the Ritual, with this difference only, that in 
cases where there are no members of the order present, as assist- 
ants, he will confer the Odligation of the Order, in due form, 
himself, and shall explain the several Charges of the Officers acting 
in conneetion with the Initiatory Work, so that the members of the 
newly instituted Lodge shall be enabled to proceed correctly in all 
future Initiations. 


The applicants having been initiated, the Officer may proceed 
with the election and installation of the Officers, without conferring 
the Degrees ; but it shall be his duty te confer the Degrees within 
three months, so that after the first quarter the Officers, as far as 
requircd, shall be Degree members.
